WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Senate 
brought the debate on the general arbi- 
tration treaties with Great: Britain and 
France to-an end to-day by unanimous 
consent, and then préceeded. to take 
from. the treaties nearly everything. that 
marked their least advance on the fifteen 
treaties drafted in 1908 and 1900, when 
Sendtor Root was Secretary of State. 
The single point of advance left in the 
treaties provides for a Joint High Com- 
mission of Inquiry to investigate dis- 
putes and their arbitrability, but gives 
the commission no. powers of award. As 
amended, the treaties were ratified by a 
vote of 76 to 3. 
The turn of affairs adverse to the text- 
ual integrity of the treaties came as a 
Surprise to the leaders of the Senate and 
the supporters of the Administration. It 
had -been known that the ratification of 
the treaties by the Senate could .be ob- 
tained only by means of some device like 
the Lodge resolution of ratification, 
which, while leaving the treaties un- 
amended internally, so construed them as 
to deprive the Joint High Commission of 
its final pqwers Of sending disputes “to 
arbitration and reserved the Senate’s full 
Powers of advice and consent. But’ it 
had been hoped that the appearance of 
victory would be saved to the. Adminis- 
tration by, retaining unimpaired. the lan- 
guage in which the treaties were submit- 
ted to the Senate. 
The defeat of Mr. Taft's plans resulted 
from the defection of four Roosevelt Sen 
ators, who, with two other Republitasa. 
jojned the almost solid/ Democratic vote 
in insisting upon the elimination bodily 
from the treaties of the third clause of 
Article IIL, which made the decisions of 
the High Commission final as to the arbi- 
trabllity of differences. 
Col. Roosevelt has sharply assailed the 
treaties in editorials and speeches. In 
general, it can be said that the amend- 
ments seeking to weaken the treaties

ACCIDENT DELAYS OCEANIC. 


Loss of Propeller Biade Holds Liner 
Back a Day. 


The White Star. liner Oceanic ar- 
rived last night from Southampton, 
one day late through the loss of one 
blade of her port propeller and bad 
weather. Capt. H. J. Haddock, Cc. B, 
R. N. R., who will command the Olym- 
pic on her next voyage, said that the 
ship had done. very well under the cir- 
cumstances, as she had averaged 16.57 
knots for the whole passage from 
Queenstown. 

Among her passengers-’ was Lord 
Cowdray, head of the. firm of Pearson 
& Sons, the English contractors, who 
have largé interests _in Mexico. Lord 
Cowdray said that \he had not the 
slightest fear regarding the future 
safety of life and property in Mexico, 
and that the present trouble was only 
&@ passing shadow. He said that the 
coal strike was a very serious thing 
for England at this time. Lord Cow- 
dray said that Lady Cowdray was a 
suffragette,, and that while he be- 
lieved .women should vote, he did not 
believe .in the window smashing em- 
ployed by the women in London, 
though he said they would not attract 
much attention in England without 
such methods. 

The Hon. Cecil Ward, brother of the 
Earl of Dudley, was also a. passedger 
On the Oceanic on his way to Western 
Canada to look after some interests 
his family has there., said: in his 
opinion thé coal strike and the activity 
of “the suffragettes would throw ‘the 
present Government out of power. 

George H. Lowry, a. merchant who 
g0es over to the North of Ireland every 
year, and who returned onthe Oceanic, 
said that small bodies of men were 
drilling at night near Newcastle, and 
that 300 cases of arms and ammuni- 
tion had ben smuggled in and distrib- 
uted among the Orange societies. The 
North did not want home rile, he said, 
because it was a prosperous manufac- 
turing centre. 


CARS TIED UP ON THE BRIDGE. 


Signal Box Falls on Third Rail and 
Pyrotechnics Result. 


Traffic on the elevated lines on Brook- 
lyn Bridge was stopped at 8 o'clock last 
night for more than half an hour, when a 
signal box fell on the third rail on the 
west-bound tracks. There was a display 
of pyrotechnics caused by a dozen short 
circuits until the powér was cut off. Pas- 
sengers on @ Flatbush train bound for 
Manhattan became excited and were as- 
sisted off the train by policemen to the 
north roadway and walked to the Man- 
hattan terminal. 


The trolley cars were also blocked for 
about twenty minutes, and it was more 


than an hour before surface cars and 
elevated trains were running on their 
regular schedule, 

The trouble started when the wheels of 
a Wells Fargo two-horse truck got caught 
in the trolley tracks. The struggling 
horses caused the hood of the wagon to 
bump against the signal box, which was 
on the wall that separates the trolley 
tracks from the elevated lines, and the 
heavy iron box fell over the third rail of 
the elevated. 

When the power had ‘been shut off 
seven men lifted the iron box from the 
third rail and put it back On the wall.

\TO FORM ‘COWBOY REGIMENT} 


Southwest ‘Ranchers to Offer Ser- 
vices in Gase of intervention—Sit- 
uation Has Hopeful Aspects. 


Correspondent of The Central 
News, Léndon. 

MEXICO CITY, March 7,—Gen. Gon- 
gales Salas, the new Commander of the 
Army in the North, left for Torreon to- 
day by way of Monterey, with a detach- 
ment of troops and battery artillery. His 
object -is to attack and capture Orozco. 
He expects reinforcements from Gen. 
Trevino, who is stationed at Monterey. 

Undoubtedly the treason of Orozco, 
while a blow to the Madero Administra- 
tion, is believed to have clarified the 
situation, and is causing a revulsion in 
favor of Madero. 

More or less skepticism exists as to the 
ability of the Government to recruit a 
large army, because of the _mercurial 
temperament of the natives. It is thought, 
however, that liberal pay would obtain 
the desired number of men. There is rea- 
son for believing that the position of the 
National Treasury is strong. 

I have talked with a large number of 
representative business men, both Mex- 
ican and foreign, and with Gpvernment 
officials in an attempt correctly to gauge 
the situation. There is considerable 
simism, especially on the part of foreign- 
ers with an experience of only a few 
years in Mexico, but this can easily be 
accounted for in view of the events of a 
year ago. They say that they then lived 
in a fool’s paradise, and that they do not 
prapess to deceived again. Foreigners 
ong resident here, familiar with the ways 
of the people, are more cheerful, though 
few care to make any prophecies as to 
the outcome of the present situation. 
These that conditions prevailing dur- 
ing the Diaz revolution are not paralle 
with those existing to-day, and that the 
prompt capitulation of Gen. Dias after 
the fall of Juarez was due less to the 
eapture of that city than to the general 
revulsion against him. 

The situation has hopeful phases, how- 
eyer. The rebels so far have won no 
victory of the first importance... They 
were -unopposed at -Juarez, while their 
victory in Chihuahua was the result of & 
betrayal rather than a test of arms. In 
the State of Morelos, where conditions 
were so serious a month 860, the rebels 
appear to have been practically quelled. 
The Government_announces a victory at 
Huetamo in the State of Michoachan. 

A dispatch received at the National 
Palace late this afternoon from n. 
Trucy Aubert, dated Picardias, 26 miles 
south of Torreon, reports the rout of 
2000 febels; who abandoned supplies, 
arms, and ammunition precipitately. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mex., March 7.—It was 
with due ceremony and much enthusiasm 
that the oath of loyalty was administered 
yesterday to Gen. Pascual Orozco by the 
rebel chiefs who led the troops from 
Juarez. 

Gen. Orozco, accompanied ‘by his staff, 
apeented at the rebel or at the foot 
of the freight yards where they had spent 
the night and formally presented himself 
before Gen. Salazar, commander of the 
Northern column. Gens. Salazar and 
Emilio Campa sat at a table on which 
was spread the document .prepared for 
Orozco’s signature. The 1,500.men they 
commanded were drawn up in rank, Over 
the table there floated.two flags, one the 
national emblem and ithe other the red 

ner the rebels have adopted because 
that -waa the ‘standard. «garried by the 
Liberals during the war of the reform. 

The raw men from the north attempted 
to carry out the military. commands of 
Capt. David de la Fuente, whose training 
Was received ‘at the military academy at 
Chapultepec, and in the regular army, 
and did succeed in executing ‘‘ present 
arm,”’ when Orozco walked down. the 
table. 

De la Fuente cited the terms of the 
oath and Orozco without hesitation 
answered in the affirmative and affixed 
his signature to the document. Vivas for 
Orozco, Vasquez Gomez, and even Zapata 
were shouted by the men and by the 
crowds in the background, while operators 
of moving picture machines and cameras 
recorded the action. The march through 
the city to the barracks inspired vivas | 
for Orozco, but the general attitude “of 
the populace w&s somewhat apathetic. 
The people appeared curious rather than 
enthusiastic. « Local business men of 
prominence, including. many known as 
the ‘“‘ terrazas crowd,’’ have voluntarily 
contributed some thousands of pesos to- 
ward the revolutionary fund. 

Gen, Orozco gave instructions to-day 
for a resumption of traffic on the Mexico 
Northwestern Railway between here and 
Madera. . Traffic on the Mexican Central 
is still subject to the orders of Orozco. 

The Legislature has formally approved 
Orozco’s action declaring against Madero. 
A body of rebel troops is seeking Villa's 
forces, supposed to be west of Chihuahua. 


PRAISES ‘OUR. ATTITUDE. 


De la Barra Also Believes Mexico 


Will Overcome Her Troubles. 


PARIS, March 7.—The belief that Mex- 
ico would emerge triumphant from its 
present internal troubles and some words 
of friendliness for the United States of 
America were expressed by Francisco L. 
de la Barra, formerly provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico, at a reception given in his 
patos. tite piheengon by the Franco-Amer- 
ican Committee. ‘ 

“Paul D. Leroy-Beaulieu of the French 
Institute, referring to Mexico's ‘' power- 
ful rich neighbor, the United States of 
Amertica,” said it was natural that th 
United States should have an importan 
influence on the development of Mexico, 
but he hoped that it trould pe in the in- 
terest of the equilibrium of Mexico and 
that the Latin character and originality 
of that country would be maintained. 
Sefior de la Barra said: 

‘“ The people of Mexico are capable of 
supporting and enjoying a healthy, strong 
democracy. Thé geographical position of 
Mexico renders her position delicate. With 
a powerful and rich Republic as a neigh- 
bor she has grave problems to study and 
to golve. But I specially want to refer to 
be high sentiment of justice dominating.

NICARAGUA GUARDS KNOX. 


Troops Accompany His Train to Co- 
rinto-——Escort Only, Says Envoy. 


CORINTO, Nicaragua, ‘March °7.—S¢e- 
retary Knox and party arriyed here at 
$:30 P. M. to-day. The special train 
carrying the Americans left Managua 
at.10

WHERE IS CHRISTABEL? 

In her spirited and illuminative ac- 
count of the suffrage movement in 
Great Britain, from the Pankhurst 
point of view, Miss SyLviaA PANKHURST 
fas much to say of her diminutive’ but 
tremendously aggressive sister, CHRIs- 
TABEL. The name suggests poetry, 
melody, moonlight, and mystery. But 
there is little of the poetic, if not a lit- 
tle of the mysterious, in. CHRISTABEL 
Pankhurst. She has probably been 
the most practical and influential 
worker fh the movement with which 
her family name ts associated. She was 
a leader in the recent window-smash- 
ing movement. Many of her associates 
are now in jail. But CHRISTABEL has 
vanished completely.

Thus we cannot 
change our Constitution without action 
by two successive Legislatures and a 
popular vote... Where the method is 
in vogue, there.is at present a tendency 
to run to extremes. The Legislature is 
apt to dodge résponsibility and send 
many matters to the polls which could 
be better settled by a representative 
body. It has happened that as many 
as fifty different bills have been sub- 
mitted at one election in this way. The 
votérs have a considerable time, usu- 
ally six or seven weeks, in which to 
study the questions, ff they will, and 
provision is made for brief printed ar- 
guments for and against, these making 
a formidable volume. Generally a ma- 
jority of votes cast décides the ques- 
tion, though stitch a majority may eas- 
ily be a minority, and a pretty small 
one, of the total of voters in’the State. 
The same method applied to munici- 
palities lays before the voters a great 
number of questions, often mere de- 
tafls of administration. 

The recall is an application of the 
same idea to elected officials. A cer- 
tain fraction—say 20 per cent.—of the 
voters can seek to dislodge an objec- 
tlonablie official. by nominating a suc- 
cessor. Then an election must be held 
at which the official aimed at may sub- 
mit his name. If he does not get a plu- 
Tality he goes. \Here again the differ- 
ence between the old dnd the new is a 
question of speed. The “ popular con- 
trol” is the same in both cases. 
der the new method, more haste is 
possible. It has happened in one ton- 
spicuous instance that a “recailéd” 
official has been elected at the next 
election. “As applied to executive qnd 
administrative offices, the recall has 
the merit of enabling the voters usually 
to concentrate attention on a single of- 
fi¢e; statistics show, however, that this 
does not always work. The decision, 
whether right or wrong, is often made 
by a relatively small portion of the 
voters. As applied to Judges, the re- 
call obviously introduces a new ele- 
ment, and not a good one, in the ad- 
ministration of justite, 

Mr. RoOSEVELT'’s peculiar invention 
of popular révision of judicial decisions 
is, of course, purely personal. It has 
never been tried. It has never been 
even discussed. It is only recently 
that it occurred to him. It does not 
admit of any more precise statement 
than he has given it,“and, save as ‘an 
indication of what he thinks. likely to 
appeal to the popular mind, ft cannot 
be ‘regarded as within the scope of 
practical politics. 

There is one point of interest in the 
agitation of the ideas we have sum- 
marized. It is the marked leaning of 
the more intelligent advocates of these 
ideas toward the principle of the short 
ballot. Some of them propose that the 
petitions for inftidtive arid referendum 
shal] require a larger proportion of the 
voters—say 40 per cent., instead of 8 
or 5. Others-would have measures that 
are fo be referred limited and sifted, so 
that only one or a few shall be voted 
on at once, Others still would largely 
reduce the number of offices. The 
latter is really the sanést suggestion of 
all, It should precede any attempt at 
direct popular cofitrol, which, without 
it, would‘ only make a bad. matter 
worse.

Van Tuyl announces that he has had @ 
force .of examiners. from \his-department 
investigating such bankiAg concerns; that 
these examiners haye discovered many 
violations of the law,.and that he is pre- 
pared to deal drastically. with the offend- 
ers. A majority of‘ the violations were 
disclosed in the Italiam banking * houses 
located in -sections where immigrants of 
that ‘nationality live in great numbers, 
and among steamship agents who are do- 
ing a banking business. 

Mr, Van Tuy] says In his statement also 
that three Dr four of the -large depart- 
ment stores in New York City have been 
subject to investigation by his examiners

Violation of the Pennl Code.

Most of these concerns, Mr.. Van. .Tuyl 
believes, are receiving deposits in viola- 
tion of the law. 

Under the present law. the private bank- 
ing concerns of this class do not come 
within the supervision ofthe State Su- 
perintendent of Banking: Until'a couple 
of years ae they .carried.on their busi- 
hess. virtually without regulation or con; 
trol. Then followed a number of cases 
in which fraud was proved against bank- 
ers of. this class, with the result that .a 
law was enacted compelling them to ob- 
tain a license and file @ bond with the 
State Controller before they’ could do 
business. 

Now Mr. Vani Tuy! in his statement sug- 
gests that a separate. department 
created to exercise supervision in cities 
of the first class over so-called “ loan 
sharks” and those doing a_ steamship 
ticket and exchange broker’s business 
among the immigrant population. 


Confidence in Jewish Bankers. 


In summarizing the situation as it ex- 
ists on the east side, part of the report 
of the investigation conducted ‘by Supt. 
Van Tuyl says: 

The east side banker, in the majority of 
chases, is a material factor in the community. 
The Russian Jew, who predominates the 
east side, is of a very clannish nature, and 
from bitter experience has come to trust only 
those of his own kind. Naturally, when a 
man. who is regpected in the community 
opens a bank the personal equation draws 
mere business than @ corporate.name could. 
This accounts for the large number of Jew- 
ish bankers, all doing a large business, on the 
east side, and it is only fair to state that dur- 
ting the last ten years this confidence hag not 
been misplaced. 

In direct antithesis to this are certain Ital- 
fan bankers, sometimes referred to as im- 
migrant bankers. Among them.we find a 
class of men who have lived on the ignorance 
of their fellow-countryman. In three of the 
places visited the. banking office was in the 
same room with a. saloon, your exam- 
iner entergd one of the offices he.wasg fol- 
lowed by ten or twelve Sicilians about to 
purchase a steamshin ticket. One of. the 
number handed the banker the money; he 
put the same in his pocket end proceeded to 
issue the ticket. After the transaction was 
completed the banker gaye the man his 
change. Thereupon a heated argument arose 
as to the original amount given. The bank- 
er showed them what purported to be the 
money received, but your examiner noticed 
that he took {it from another pocket. The 
matter was adjusted, however. the banker 
making -profuse apologies; but it is my opin- 
fon that I had seen the “ short-change 
game’ tried unsuccessfully. 


Law Inadequate. 


During the last ten years the absconding 
of so-called bankers has been so frequent as 
to attract little more than passing notice, 
and it would appear that the present law is 
fnadequate. Certain of the foreign private 
bankers are a’ menace to the community; 
their methods are questionable and their 
records not properly kept.»-An auditor who
